it Annapolis, one from Admiral (Vrvora 
unil the other from Commander Cavun- 
illaf, have been roeoived in Washington. 
The letter of Admiral Cervera is as fol- 
lows: 


My Dear Kir— In answer to jour let- 


ter asking nio what 1 think of rcy treat- 
ment by the American people, a sul>jiX't 
upon which 1 conversed with yon bo- 
fore, and about the probability of it be- 
ing known to uiy countrymen through 
the press of Spain, I am inclined to 
thiuk that the inhabitants of my native 
country navo changed their mindi about 
the barbarity of Americans ;is lias been 
always told us, and, further, 1 have no 
doubt that onee peace is declared, the 
Spaniards will recognize the Kentleiuan- 
ly treatment of their brethren now pris- 
oners iu America. 


It may be possible that some impor- 


tant persons of my native country, per- 
sonally blinded by the sensational ut- 
terances of the Spanish papers, have 
given expressions of bate regarding 
America, but I do not believe any per 
son of social standing and education, 
after what America has done for us, will 
continue tu hate the people and tho 
government which now holds us pris- 
oners. On tho contrary. 1 believe such 
jatred that may have been engendered 
will pass away, as it did between France 
and Kussia. Russia once defeated the 
jlory of France, but today they are the 
best of friends and allies. 


I have not words enough to express 


tbe thanks and gratitude I hold for 
America. Her people took into con- 
sideration what J never considered more 
than a duty, in recognition of the brav- 
ery of the soldier and tin* whole obliga- 
tion of a gentleman. I refer to \ihat 1 
have done for Lieut. Hobson, which was 
,o quickly taken hold of by the American 
people, and which Lws brought and is 
bringing me ovations, verbal and writ- 
ten thanks, deluged mo with present*, 
and caused my 
instant 
recognition 


wherever I have visited, and further 
may have influenced the royal treatment 
of "my officers, men and myself by the 
United States government. 


1 can take nothing but the kindest 


remembrances of such a people with me 
to Spain, who I think will also be grate- 
ful for such kind treatment. 1 am 
yours very truly,
